‘Blaze Is Discovered After Meu Ont 


Btriking braseworkers. are charged with 
starting the fire which yesterday afternoon 
destroyed the fivé.story plant of the White 
Manufacturing company, makers of plumb- 
ing and brass goods, at 196 and 198 Michigan 
street, involving an estimateed loss of $62,. 
000. Other structures, Including that of the 
Price Baking Powder company, adjoini 
the east, were imperiled by the blaze, 
taxed the effofts of twenty-five engines and 
a fireboat. e police are investigating the 
incendiary charge and trying to locate three 
pickets seen in the neighborhood. An un- 
verified report was in circulation that a half 
suffocated man, supposed to have been an 
incendiary, was carried from the bullding. — 

The plant, with others of the Brass Manu- 
facturers’ association under the ban of the 
union because it would not agree to the 
** closed shop,” was made inoperative by the 
strike instituted four weeks ago, when eighty 
men threw down their tools. Their places 
gradually were filled until, for the last week, 
a full force of nonunfon men has been at 
‘work. Of the strikers only four of the older 
employés were restored to their places. 


Pickets Seen in Vicinity. 

The fire was discovered soon after the 
striking men had been paid their wages at 5 
o'clock. Pickets had been seen skulking 
about in the neighborhood, but as no trouble 
had been expected thé policemen guarding 
the place were withdrawn a week ago. 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler last 
night detailed officers to investigate the in- 
cendiary charge, but said that nothing suf- 
ficiently definite’ had been learned upon 
which tcsbase an arrest. 

Young Womé Save the Books. 

The last workman had left the building 
when Miss Anha Verdinius, one of the four 
young women constituting the office force, 
saw smoke coming from the vault. Supt. 
John Dupee and the timekeeper, J. B. Wilson, 
investigated and found a blaze on the third 
floor. Miss Verdinius, Mrs. Celia Berry, Miss 
Sorensen, and Miss Nellie Delaney risked 
their lives in an effort to save the books in 
the office. 

Ten minutes after the alarm was turned 
in there was an explosion. Although the 
fire appeared hottest in the third story, the 
dense smoke from the basement led to the 
belief that a blaze also had been started in 
that part of the building. 


-‘Incendiarism Is. Only 
W. H. Eastland, president of the White 
‘Manufacturing company, expressed the be- 
Hef that the fire was of incendiary origin. 

“TI am reluctant to*admit it, but I do not 
see how it could have started otherwise,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ There were no explosives in the 
building. We are allowed to keep only 
five gailons of gasoline, and all of the sup- 
ply was used this morning. Many of the 
strikers are foreigners and revengeful.”’ 

This opinion was corroborated by other 
members of the firm.

Caught in Narrow Entrance. 

It was evidently amid the hurry and dif- 
ficulty of the-attempt to crowd the squad- 
ron through the half choked mouth of the 
harbor, with the Japanese pursuit pressing 
up behind, that the flagship met its fate. 

From this point on there is thought to be 
“a singular absence of reassurances as to 
the condition of the Russian ships which re- 
turned to the harbor and as to the safety of 
all except the Petropaviovsk.’’

Admiral Makaroff was born in 1848, served 
as an ensign for two years, and as lieuten- 
ant forsix. The vessel which he commanded 
during the Russo-Turkish war was the gun- 
boat Grand Duke Constantine, which was 
armed and equipped according to his designs. 
At the end of that campaign Makaroff was 
promoted captain and was. decorated with 
the orders of St. Viadimir and. St. George, 
was presented with a sword of honor, and 
was given the title of adjutant to the late 
ezar of Russia. Makaroff commanded the |} 
guardship of the Russian embassy at Con- 
stantinople in 1881, enabling him to make 
a study of the defenses of the Bosporus.

In his autobilogra- 
phy Spencer expressly declares his attitude 
toward her was of the most severely pla-

‘““Of course,” he we frequently 
were seen together, people drew their infer- 
ences.

| sions. Here the evidence seemed strong.

- Great Northern stock with the intention of 


retaining contro! of these roads. 


Root Denies the Charge. 

‘This statément Elihu Root toek occasion 
to deny emphatically and specifically, saying

Mr. Johnson in beginning his argument on 
behalf of the Northern Securities company 
paid that ‘‘ the shares Harriman put into the

Are there any other 
marks on them to show which were putin by 
Harriman? There have been 1.800t 
of stock and no one knows where the in- 
dividual shares are.”’
